A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
Slates before the invention tliereof by the applicant ibr patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fxiUiUed the requirements of paragraphs (1); (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Teshima'470. 

Teshima'470 teaches all the features of the instant invention including a sta- d-alone 
workstation connected to the imaging modalities (see Fig. 1, elements 1-4) and an independent 
removable medium (see Fig. 1, element 3 and 6), which includes a number of saving capabilities 
including CD-ROM (see Fig. 2, all the saving capabilities are listed under element 13). 
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Furthermore, the invention includes the DICOM communication system (as indicated by Fig. 1 
being connected between element 3 and element 2).
